not militate against the argument. 
.Nor in connection must one forget 
the millions of healthy meat-eating 
contemporaries. 
“However, an entirely 
different 
proposition arises in the presence of 
certain diseases. 
For example, 
if 
the kidneys become impaired, the 
reduction of meat eating upon the 
physician's advice is entirely proper 
for reasons unecessary to mention 
at thjf time. 
Bui. the point to be 
stressed is that it by no means fol- : 
lows that the plight of the kidneys I 
v. as connected with eating meat in 
the first 
instance. 
Causes 
and 
treatment of disease are two 
very 
different propositions. 
“Meat, therefore, is not the hi- i 
.iacker of health as many persons i 
have been led to believe that it is. 
It is an essential food element which 
is nutritous and affords the 
body 
certain constituents highly desir­ 
able for health. 
Of course, it is entirely passible 
for anyone to eat too much meat, 
as it is equally possible for one hab­ 
itually to eat too much of any other 


type 
of food. 
But this fact is in 
no way connected with the mis­ 
guided notion that meat is unhcaN 
thy for healthy persons. 
The fact that persons can sub­ 
sist on a vegetable and nut diet does 
I not prove that meat is harmful any 
more than the fact that those with­ 
in the Arctic circle living successful­ 
ly on an exclusive meat diet black­ 
ens the eye of the vegetables. 
“The meat problem, 
like 
most 
problems, simply boils itself down 
I to assuming a common sense at- 
j tittide towards it. Fanatical under­

or
